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BOOSTING LATIN-AMERICAN TRADE 


W 


lf H A V K heard a j;re;it deal of late about extending our for- 
eign trade by miuiinl concessions, but it is becoming1 more 


and more evident that any such extension of trade is going to 
be decidedly limited unless we are willing lo take uncertain for- 
eign markcis in return for the sacrifice of our foreign goods to 
the United Stales. 


The fact is thai ihe are:! for the free exploitation of for- 


eign trade is rapidly becoming more limited. 
Europe is seeking 


markets rather than seeking importations. 
The trend there is 


steadily toward self-sufficiency. 
The bid for Russian trade by 


recognition of the Red government lias brought us nothing and 
will continue to bring us nothing. 
The only way we can ship 


goods to Russia is to lend them the money with which to pay- 
US or to receive in return commodities of which we already have 
a surplus in the United Stales. 


Africa is no longer a fertile field for our foreign trade. Uur- 


frpean nations have gobbled up the territory there, .principally for 
the purpose of extending their foreign trade. 
Asia is r.oi so good 


as it once was. 
Great Britain controls the trade of India and 


Vill keep most of it for herself. Japan is rapidly getting control 
of China's trade, and there is little we can do about it unless we 
go to war with Japan over China's trade, and few Americans 
favor that. 
In such event we would lose Japan's trade and she 


has been one of the best foreign customers we have. 


That brings us back to the Western Hemisphere, 
Certainly 


what we ought lo be doing is cultivating closer trade relations 
,with Latin-America. There are several reasons for this. 
There. 


is little competition between the United Slates and Latin-Amer- 
ica in the markets of the world, and most of that comes from 
Argentina's grain and meal products. 
Aside from this there is 


room for a fairly free trade between North and South America. 
We can use Latin-America's coffee and tropical products and 
they can use our manufactured goods and the products of our 
temperate zone. 


Then again, Latin-America conies more or less within our 


geographical area. 
We are all on the Western Hemisphere. 


There are few European possessions on this side of the globe. 
There should be a common feeling of friendship between North 
and Sotiih America. There are no political problems which need 
solution, no boundary lines that need settling 
1, and need be no 


fear of imperialism. 


Why not fhen seek a better understanding, and more trade 


with Latin-America? 
Here \ve can gain trade without fighting 


for it, and without sacrificing the great home market in pustiit oi 
E chimerical one across the sea. 


THEIR TRUE WORTH 


We think rarely of the place of women's colleges in our national 


life. And when we do it is to visualize one type o£ college turning out 
the super-intellectual young woman graduate, and another conferring 
only a heritage of social grace upon its alumnae. 


The conceptions are unsatisfactory and untrue, and to Mrs. Dwight 


Morrow the country as well as the women's colleges owe a debt of grati- 
tude for setting forth the underlying and actual reason for their ex- 
istence. It is not to train cooks or teachers nor to develop a young lady 
pedant skilled in Latin and mathematics. The critics of colleges for the 
fallings of their graduates in technical skill ignore the fact, perhaps, that 
higher education aims not at teaching a trade, but at liberating the 
spirit so that life may be richer and the individual more competent to 
meet whatever demands the after-college years may bring 


It is an objective sometimes lost in a technical age, but it is the 


true value of college education. Whatever woman's place in the scheme 
ot tilings, that added comprehension will bring as much to her and those- 
who are associated with her as any other possession she may acquire. 


What Mrs. Morrow and her co-workers on the Alumnae Commit- 


tee of the Seven Colleges now are asking is merely that the women's col- 
leges receive the same consideration from persons with money as the in- 
stitutions for men enjoy. If astronomical^ instruments enrich the imag- 
fcation of men students, so they do for women, The cost is the same 
hi either case. And if women students are to be awakened to the joys 
cf the intellectual life, they must have inspiring teachers. These shouid 
cost as much for women as for men. Hence the plea—when and if any 
one has any money to give, let him remember not only the college which 
made his father a lawyer, but the one which made his mother a poised 
and competent homemaker—and even made it easier for her to learn 
to cook.

mail throws money out of the win- 
dow and soon finds it out. And ad- 
vertisers are intelligent. 


A CONCRETE INSTANCE. Sup- 


pose you planned to prepare five 
million "Dear Mr. Jones" advertise- 
ments, fold them neatly, put them 
in five million different envelopes 
and address them to five million 
different readers. 
First, you couldn't find five mil- 


lion addresses, and half of them 
would be wrong if you did find them. 


Also more than four of the five 


million would look at the little mail 
advertisement and throw it,in the 
waste basket unread. 


If you put only a one-cent stamp 


on each foolish advertisement sent 
by mail, you would have to pay fifty 
thousand dollars for the five mil- 
lion stamps. 


IT WOULD COST another cent 


for mailing, for envelopes, for ad- 


dressing, etc., a one hundred thou- 
sand dollars for five million adver- 
tisement, of which more than four 
millions would be completely wasted 
and the remaining million of little 
value. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, adver- 


tising in the intelligent way, you can 
put a full, large-sized newspaper 
page of color advertising in "The 
American Weekly", mentioned be- 
cause it happens to have the biggest 
circulation in the world, more than 
five million. 


For this advertisement, purchased 
at ten cents a copy by more than 
five million American famileis, seen 
and read by all of them, the total 
cost to the advertiser would be $16,- 
000, as against $100,000, the cost of 
an advertisement sent to 4,000,000 
waste baskets.
